SEC. I. 
It Is hereby declared unlawful for any 
person, finn or corporation to Injure, de­ 
face or remove any protective structure 
placed around any tree or plant growing 
upon, or planted by the Board or Forestry 
of Orange County, in or upon any public 
highway or county property In the said 
County of Orange.

It is also hereby declared unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to hitch 
or otherw ise fasten any horse or other 
animal to any stake, guard or other pro­ 
tective structure of or around any tree, 
plant or shrub planted In or growing upon
